SOLDIER SETTLEMENT PLANS. | 

It is to be hoped that the fur will fly to some purpose | 
when the Mondell bill and the other plans to aid the} 
returned soldiers come before the House within the. 
next two or three weeks. It is of the utmost importance | 
that something practical be done before the coming of | 
winter, so that no soldier may feel that the Government | 
has forgotten him. | 

The Mondell bill, based upon Secretary Lane's plan | 
for settling the soldiers on land, appears to be in the 
best shape for discussion. Secretary Lane, replyins to 
criticism, explained that under his plan not only would. 
the soldier be employed in reclaiming land, for the for- 
mation of colony sites, in which he would obtain a farm, 
but it would be possible for a man to acquire a farm in 
his own neighborhood, more or less ready for cultivation, 
so that he would not have to go far away and become a | 
pioneer. If this option is not actually in the Mondell | 
bill, it should be inserted. What is wanted is a com- 
prehensive plan that will make it possible for every | 
returned soldier to get land, on easy terms, where he! 
desires. It is urged that a loan of $4000 to each gol- | 
dier, to enable him to buy land in his own neighborhood. 
would result in vast land speculation. Prices would Zo 
up sky-high. But this could be guarded against by a | 
system of Government appraisal, and, if necessary, con- | 
demnation.

The various schemes for paying lump sums to the 
soldiers, as a further Government bonus, in lieu of per- 
roanent relief, should not engage the attention of the 
House or Senate, to the imperiling of the land settle- 
ment plans. Bonuses would encourage improvidence. 
The providing of employment and homes would make 
for good citizenship.

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HIGH COST OF LIVING. 


The farmer today is getting three 
times as much for his crops, all taken 
and averaged, as he did during a 43- 
| year period from 1866 to 1908. This 
fact and statistics to prove it are made 
public in a report of the United States 
department of agriculture, issued ves- 
terday, as part of the Government's 
search into the reason for the high 
cost of living. 

In arriving at the figures given tho 
department took the prices received by 
the farmer for wheat, corn, rye, oats, 
barley, buckwheat, potatoes, hay, flax, 
and cotton from 1866, when the first 
records were tabulated, up’ to and in- 
cluding 1908. A grand average on all 
yrices for the entire time was taken 
and considered as a base figure for 
00 per cent.

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The same report showed that all 
farm prices averaged 13.7 per cent 
more than last year; 7 per cent more 
than in 1917, and 84 per cent more 
than the average for the last 10 years. 
It showed also that on hogs, cattle, 
sheep, and poultry prices this year are 
10 per cent more than last year, 27 
per cent more than in 1917, and 87 
per cent more than the average for the 
lest 10 years. 

Simultaneously with the department 
of agriculture report on the farmer's 
produce prices the department of la- 
bor issued a report to show the in- 
erease in the price of food to the fam- 
ily, taken on an average in 30 cities 
in the United States. That report 
shows that for the 6-year period from 
1913 to 1919 the increase in the retail 
prices of all articles of food has been 
SS per cent. Six articles show an in- 
crease of 100 per cent or more. as fol- 
tows: Lard, 123 per cent; flour, 118 
per cent; bacon, 114 per cent; pota- 
toes, 107 per cent; ham and corn- 
meal, 100 per cent. Other increases 
range from 70 per cent for fresh milk 
to 98 per cent for lamb. 

“Such prices would indicate that 
it is not all the fault of the city gro- 
cer, the city middleman, or even the

WHERE THE PILGRIMS LANDED.

' We have all heard of the Webb 
law, which modifies the anti-trust 
hact in favor of business combina- 
tions seeking foreign trade; of the 
‘War Finance Corporation, a strictly 
Federal organization, which is em- 
powered to assist in reconstruction 
‘abroad, and even of Senator Mc- 
'Lean’s bill to let national banks in- 
‘vest 5 per cent of the paid-in capital 
'and surplus in banks engaged in for- 
| eign trade. Do any of these propo- 
sals or agencies overlap or conflict 
| with the Edge bill?” 

“They do not,’ replied the Sena- 
tor. “The War Finance Corpora- 
tion is empowered to distribute as 
much as $1,000,000,000 of public 
money among banks and firms en- 
gaged in foreign trade. But, as pro- 
vided by Congress, it is a temporary 
/agency for reconstruction, and can- 
‘not function in the permanent fu- 
ture structure of American export 
trade. In addition its managing di- 
‘rector, Eugene Meyers, who warmly 
| approves the bill, informs me that 
the War Finance Corporation has 
not vet allotted any of its funds, and 
hardly expects to. 

Other Laws Aren’t Enough. 

“Senator McLean’s measure is ad- 
mirable as far as it goes, but the 
$100,000,000 which it promises to 
make available from national bank 
assets will not go far toward re- 
storing the economic dndependence 
of Europe. The Webb law quite 
properly allows exporters to pool 
‘their resources, but it was not enact- 
ed to meet the situation we have 
now to face, and therefore does not 
apply the special stimulants to a 
critical condition which I _ believe 
are contained in my bilk The criti- 
cal condition, and the rem@dy, may 
‘be described in this way:

[Training With Chausseurs Alpins | 


The French sent to the Grandecourt area a di- 
vision of the ‘““Chasseurs Alpins” to help train us. 
The chasseurs are a separate unit from the Frencb 
infantry and have their own particular customs. 

The billeting party, after working very hard 
and accomplishing very little, divided the area 
up as the French suggested. In advance of the 
remainder of our troops the battalion of the Fif- 
teenth Infantry, which paraded in Paris on the 
Fourth of July, arrived. We were all down at the 
train to meet them, as was a battalion of the 
Chasseurs Alpins. They came in the ordinary 
day coaches used in France. I remember hearing 
an officer say that these were hard on the men. 
It was the last time that I ever saw our troops 
travel in anything but boxcars, and was done, I 
think, as a special compliment by the French 
Government. 

A couple of days afterward came July 14. The 
French had a parade, and our troops took part in 
it. The French troops came first past the re- 
viewing officers, who were both French and 
American. The infantry of each battalion passed 
first, bayonets glittering, lines smartly dressed; 
following them in turn the machine-gun compa- 
nies, or “jackass batteries,” as they were called by 
our men, the mules finely curry-combed and the 
harness shining. Their bands, with the brass 


an appearance of confident efficiency. Then came 
our troops—in column of squads. What held 
good in Paris still held good—our splendidly 
trained little army did not dare trust itself to 
take up platoon front. 

A day or two after the 14th of July review the 
rest of the troops arrived and my personal fortune 
hang in the balance, as I was still unattached. 
Col. Duncan, afterward Major-General Duncan, 
commander of the Seventy-seventh and Eighty- 
second Divisidrie, was then commanding the 
Twenty-sixth -Infantry.. One of his Majors had 
turned out to be incompetent.

John Miller Baer to Congress to fill the unex- 
pired term of Representative Helgerson, who had , 
died in office. Baer was 31 years old. He had 
been a Republican, but, ag he explained to the 
writer. “I had read Woodrow Wilson’s ‘New 
Freedom’ and voted for him when he was a 
candidate for President in 1912. The following 
year President Wilson appointed me Postmas- 
ter of Beach. I resigned the office, however, in 
1915, so as to draw cartoons and write editorials 
for the newspapers of the Nonpartisan League.” 

Last year Mr. Baer was again elected to Con- 
gress, but as a Republican, indorsed by the 
league. Today the league is in political control | 
of North Dakota. The Governor and all of the ) 
State officers, including the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, are league men. The league rules 
both branches of the Legislature, and the Legis 
lature, during its session last January and Feb- 
ruary, enacted laws that have changed the whole 
face of matters in the State. 

More than that, at a referendum vote, taken 
during the closing days of June, the people of 
North Dakota approved the laws passed by the 
Legislature. So much, then, for the explanation 
promised in the opening lines of this article.

MONUMENT TO FERDINAND 
AT SARAJEVO TORN DOWN 


Slavs Are Settling Down to Business, 
City Having Forgotten Bomb- 
Throwing.

SARAJEVO,Bosnia, July 10.—The 
Slavs have torn down the beautiful 
monument of granite and bronze 
which the Austrians erected to the 
memories of Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand and his wife, Sophia, Duchess 
of Hohenberg, which stood at a cor- 
ner of the bridge here where their 
assassination by Prinzip furnished 
the spark that set off the wofld war. 
It bore a bronze plaque showing the 
figures of both Ferdinand and 5So- 
phia. 

Now that Bosnia-Herzegovina has 
passed from the rule of Austria and 
become a part of the Kingdom of 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, the parts 
of the monument have been stored 
in the Museum of Sarajevo. When 
the curator has time they will be as- 
sembled for the edification of the 
students of history and to satisfy the 
curiosity of sightseers. 

Sarajevo seems almost to have for- 
gotten the bomb-throwing, and is 
well on its way toward making 
“business as usual.” As a demobil- 
ized sokdier said, “We're all sick of

Farris says in his letter: 

"Tt have just read the open letter 
from Senator James A. Reed, ad- 
dressed to John P. Leahy, repre- 
sentative of the Society of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom; and 
while I do not desire to be pre- 
sumptuous, or to engage in any 
newspaper controversy with Senator 
Reed or any other person, yet as a 
member of the State Committee, 
active in the action taken by that 
committee on Aug. 11, upon the 
question of the league of nations, I 
feel that I may be justified in mak- 
ing some reply thereto. 

Sentiments of Members. 

“TIT agree with Senator Reed, 
speaking technically of the power of 
the State Committee, that it would 
have no right to make a platform 
or to formulate a code of principles 
for the party as a whole which would 
be binding upen the party, but that 
it could express its opinions and be- 
lief as individuals and as a commit-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—More 


than 27,000 employes of the Federal 
and municipal

Every effort ought to be made to 
stimulate the sale of St. Louis rea! 
estate to real home buyers, so that 
the number of foreclosure sales 
should fall to the minimum and so 
that the transfers of St. Louis réal 
estate Instead of being as few as 4 
half dozen a day, as not infrequently 
in the past, should be increased in 
a city of this size to at least a hun- 
dred a day. This can never be 
brought about unless people are will- 
ing to pay a landlord a fair income 
upon his investment. 


The Government is spending 
thousands of dollars trying to stim- 
‘ulate home buying and home bulld- 
ing, but this will accomplish nothing 
unless the Government: has the co- 
operation of the newspapers and of 
men of, affairs in its effort to eon- 
vince the public that it should be 
cheaper to own your own home than 
to pay rent.

money enough left to pay her taxes 
after paying the interest on. her 
mortgage, the. water license, insur- 
ance and repairs.

Louls real estate can be bought at 
its assessed value, or even less, and 
especially small homes for a small 
cash deposit and easy monthly pay- 
ments, there ought to be no com- 
plaint from these rent profiteers 
seeking to compel their landlords 
to keep the roofa over their heads 
without being willing to pay him 
reasonably for this service. 


Plea for “Helpless, Bankrupt Land- 
lord.” 


The City Directory of former 
years has shown that more than 60 
per cent of the people in St. Louls 
hats changed their residences every 
year. This is destructive of values 
and destructive of property. People 
should own their own homes and 
take a pride in them and in the 
maintenance of the property and ot 
the neighborhood, but this will never 
be done when a bargain-seeking ten- 
ant will play one helpless and bank- 
rupt landlord against another in his 
endeavor to squeeze the last dollar 
out of the rental value of the prop- 
erty and threaten to move, as has 
frequently been the case, unless the 
landlord should decorate the house 


over again every year and comply 


with many unreasonable demands of 
all kinds.

If rents should become generally

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An hour’s entertainment and mental 
exercise provided for Sunday Post- 
Dispatch Magazine readers by 

Solomon Smulewitz, famous Jewish

HE riddle is probably the oldest extant 
form of humor, and Homer is said to have 
died of vexation because he could not 
solve this one: “What we caught we 


threw away, what we could not catch 
we kept.” The riddle is all but extinct 


today outside fol’lore and savage ife, so. 


that there is no little interest in discovering that Solo- 
mon Smulewitz, frequently called “the Yiddish George 
M. Cohan,” is a confirmed inventor of devinettes, and 
has just published a collection of 100 original enigmas. 

No fatalities may be expected to result from chagrin 
over failure to solve his riddles, because he is kind 
enough to supply the anawers. But these answers them- 
selves are ingeniously framed in the form of puzzles, 
which, however, as will be explained later, can be 
easily deciphered. 

Smulewitz, who has Americanized his name into that 
of Solomon Small, gave a concert recently 2 the 
Sheldon Memorial Auditorium in St. Louis, at whi bh 
he sang @ program of songs written and composed by 
himself. Some of his ditties are household familiars in 
every Jewish home. Hundreds of thousands of copics 
of his “A Brivele der Mamen”™ (‘A Letter to Mother’) 
have been sold, and his “Die Blumenkrenze” (“The 
Garland’) is searcely less popular. He has published 
500 songs and 200 instrumental pieces, 

His Yiddish opera, “The Feeling of Justice,” with 
words and music by himself, has been produced at the 
Odeon Theater in New York. It is in four acts. He 
expects soon to produce a musical comedy under the 
curious title of “From Happiness to the Callows.’’ 
Smulewite was born in Russia, but has lived 21 years 
in the United States. He gained his musical training 
from his father, a cantor. 


While Smulewitz's serious business is the composition 
o° popular songs, he devotes his hours of relaxation to 
the inventing of riddles, which he couches in verse of 
various meters, and which he has published both in 
Yiddish and English. 


His preface to the collection is a quaint perform-* 


ar.cé After pointing out that the solving of riddles is 
exertise for the brain, that it develops a keen power 
of observation and that it serves as an excellent pas- 
time, even “curing indisposition” on the part of the 
niling, he adds: 

“Riddles teach us what ie often required—to speak 
with @igsimiation and diplomacy. They familiarize us 
with the art of disguising our meaning, where open 
and sifaple expression would give rise to unpleasant re- 
sults, 48 for instance the breaking of sad news or the 
desire t6 Md your house of an undesired individual. 


“Under euch conditions it is of utmost importance 
-c speak if tmetapbers, so that the persons spoken to 
shall guess our desire without getting extraordinarily 
shocked of insulted. Statesmen and diplomats always 
speak in ah athbiguows, enigmatic language.” 


In the folowing examples of the author’s original 
riddles one may hot find a way of gently insinuating to 
an unwelcome gwest a hint that his departure would 
cause no great distress to the host, but the selections 
may provide an evehing’s entertaiament. For the sake 
of the pastime, ft may be suggested that an honest ef- 
fort be made to solve the riddie before turning to the 
key at the end of this article. If the reader fails to 
discover the answer himself, he may find it in the table 
corresponding to the sitaeiein under which each enigma 
is identified:

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ing in his returns. Price-fixing then was well-nigh 
out of the question, while now it is a simple matter 
indeed, as all the improvements that have come with 
the country’s advancement have served to give it 
encouragement. 

An inspection of the St. Louis newspapers published 
in 1865 and 1866 was made a few days ago by a Post- 
Dispatch Sunday Magazine writer, with the object of 
gathering some first-hand information on the markets 
and prices of that period. These publications, issued 
in great blanket-sheet form, were the Missouri Re- 
publican and the Missouri Democrat. Their titles 
seemed to be oddly misapplied, in view of the fact that 
the Republican was the Democratic organ of that day, 


while the Democrat was intensely Republican. Both, 
however, printed the market reports every day, save 
Sunday, and though there were letters every day 


or two from readers who had something to criticise, 
there was nothing said about the high cost of living. 
Retail merchants did not advertise their wares to any 
great extent, and very few of these store announce- 
ments conveyed any notion of the prices placed on the 
goods. These advertisements were usually carried on 
the first page, where they would be pretty sure to catch 
the eye of the reader as he turned over the huge 10- 
column, four-page publications, and the markets were 
deemed of sufficient importance to get the same dis- 
tinguished consideration, quite frequently. 

In its elaborate review of the St. Louis markets pub- 
lished in the Republican of Jan. 5, 1866, it is shown 
that there was a decline in prices generally with the 


Shrinkage in the gold premium. This showed that 
flour ranged through 1865 from $7.50 per barrel for 
“the ordinary grades up to $13 for the best family 


brands. Wheat ran through the vear from $1,590 to 
$1.95 per bushel, which is less than the Government 
guaranteed price the farmers are now receiving for 
their grain. In those days, by reason of limited rail- 
road accommodations, the river had a material infliu- 
ence in fixing prices. When navigation was suspend. 
ed in the winter, prices went up, as this meant an inter- 
ruption in the supply. Thus, when the ice drove the 
beats to safe anchorage in December, 1865, spring 
wheat, which had been selling down as low as $1 and 
$1.20 per bushel, went up as high as $2, and flour went 
in the same direction. Coffee, which cemmanded a 
wholesale price of from 46 to 48 cents per pound early 
in ‘65, proved an exception, as it went as low as 31 
cents at the end of that year, which was the lowest 
price recorded. Sugar held up strongly all through the 
war and for more than a year following the return of 
peace. There was a limited stock at that time, as most 
of the St. Louis supply came from Louisiana or Cuba, 
that day being far in advance of the exploitation of 
beet-root sugar production. Thronghout the year it 
ranged wholesale from 22 to 26 cents per pound, which 
meant 30 Cents or more to the consumer. At the close 
of 65 the bottom, so to speak, dropped out of the mar- 
ket, due, no doubt, to a very limited demand, in view 
of such prices, and it sold as low as 13 cents, but re- 
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covered later. New Orteans molasses, which had been 
occupying a dignified place, went down to 15 cents a 
gallon. 

Butter in the wholesale market ranged throughout 
the seer from 45 cents for the best grades as low as 
12 1-2 cents for the country roll. The larger price was 
paid for the grades shipped in from Ohio and New 
York. Beans during the year sold from $2.49 to $1.25 
per buehel. In those days this commodity always sold 
by the bushel of 60 pounds. At the present rate of 15 
cents per pound charged by most grocers a hishel 
would cost $9. Potatoes that same year never went 
higher than $1.75 and most of the time could be had as 
low as 80 and even 50 cents the bushel for the very 
best offerings. Poultry remained pretty stationary dur- 
ing the year, with dressed turkeys ranging from 18 to 
23 cents per pound. Dressed chickens sold from $4 to $5 
per dozen and in season there were daily quotations of 
prairie chickens at from $3 to $3.50 per dozen and 
quail at $2.49, or 20 cents apiece. Consumers Were also 
aided by the abundance of other wild game, as venison 
and bison were plentiful at certain seasons at com- 
paratively low prices. Lard ranged from 16 to 30 cents, 
hams, 
mess pork as low as $28 per barrel. This was a pop- 
ular way of putting up pork in the ‘60s and there was a 
daily quotation which was watched as closely by the 
traders as the wheat, corn and flour figures. 

Jan. 3, 1866, turkeys were selling dressed for 16 
cents a pound, bacon at 21 cents, wheat, $1.50 per 
bushel: sugar, from 141-2 to 17 cents; medium grade 
flour at $8.50 per barrel; butter, from 20 to 48 cents, ac- 
cording to grade; Western Reserve cheese at 21 cents, 
eggs, 32 cents: beans, $2.25 per bushel, and whisky, $2.25 
per gallon. At that time whisky was handled by the 
Board of Trade and was listed daily with other com- 
modities considered essential, and though there were 
frequent fluctuations in other things, bourbon and rye 
seemed to remain at the same figure. 

The report of the market for Jan. 15, the same year, 
showed butter wholesaling at from 23 to 30 cents; 
eggs, 141-2 to 17 cents per dozen; potatoes, 9) cents 
per bushel; young chickens, $3 per dozen; hens, $5 
and $5.50: Rito coffee, 27 cents; Java coffee, 4 cents; 


sugar, 15 cents; mess pork, $30 per barrel; best 
lard, 221-2 cents per pound; wheat, $1.80 per 
bushel: flour, medium grades, $7.65 to $9 per 
barrel: beans, $1.25 to $1.50 per bushel. At 


the end of this month the best grades of flour moved 
as high as $12.75 per barrel, though medium grades 
could be had as low as $7.75, while corn meal remained 
firm at $4 per barrel. A large aftrival of salted and 
dried fish about this time brought out a rush of buy- 
ers. Mackerel sold at from $21 to $22.50 per barrel, 
dried cod at 10 cents a pound and pickled salinon at §40 
per barrel. On the same day country roll butter sold as 
low as 15 cents, best New York creamery at 46 cents 
and best domestic cheese at from 21 to 24 cents. Po- 
tatoes were selling at from 55 to 90 cents per bushel, 
apples, $3 per barrel, and onions, 60 cents per bushel. 
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In April, 1866 just a 
Lee, egte were quoted at 16 cents, beans at $1.35 a 
bushel, apples, $3.25 per barrel of two and a half bueh- 
els; flour at from $4.60 for the commonest to $13 for 
the premium faney; wheat at $1.50, mess pork at $25 
per barrel, sugar Cured hama at 19 cents, rib sides at 
1s 1-2 to 16 cents and lard 17 cents. In June, when the 
niillers had a pretty good idea of the extent of the 
wheat crop, No. 2 was bringing from $1.70 to $1.95, rye 
from 71 to 73 cents, corn, 63 to 73; lard, 21 cents; ba- 
con, 211-2 cents; mess pork, $33 per barrel; chickens, 
dressed, $3.25 to $4; some grades of potatoes as low as 
2° cents a bushel; cheese, 17 cents: butter, 24 to 26 
cents; coffee, 29 and 30 centa for choice Rio. The 
dried beef quotations kept in close harmony with the 
pork figures at all times, moving wp and down with 
the prices on thie commanding commodity. 

The only index on the price of clothing during the 
first year of the reconstruction from the Civil War is 
shown in an advertisement reprodticed herewith, taken 
from the Democrat of June 28, 1886. This offers all- 
wool suits of clothing as low as $10 and $15 and other 
apparel proportionately cheap. There are no adver- 
tisements showing the prices on shoes or women's 
clothing. During the year there was but little advance 
in the prices on wools, hides and hogs at no time cot 
beyond $9.90 per hundred pounds. The top fiewré ob- 
tained for hogs since the close of the last war waa $23.50 
per hundred pounds, more than double the highest price 
recorded after the Civil War, and the same proportion 
applies to other foods, such as beef, veal and mutton. 
There was a plentiful supply of vegetables during all of 
1866 and the quotations placed the prices, in some ~* 
cases, at less than one-fourth of the present prices.

Foundation, given only to those who discover some- 
thing of real and great benefit to the human race. 

The new grain has been named Carlotta Strampelli, 
after the devoted wife who helped materially th the 
work of selection. Signora Strampelli ls a Roman pa- 
tricilan and a great-granddaughter of Lacten Ponaparte«, 
Napoleon's elder brother. 

Last year Carlotta Strampelli wheat Was sowh upon 
47,000 aeres of ground and yielded an average of 37 
bushels more than such land had yielded hitherto. 

On the plains of Lombardy, Molise and Puelie are 
about 940,000 acres suitable for the new wheat. If the 
entire product of last year were sown this year, the 
wheat crop of Italy would be inereared by a quantity 
about equivalent to that imported annually before the 
war; in other words, tt would make Italy independent 
of the rest of the world for wheat.

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F ANY American soldier married a French bride 
with the idea that she would never be able to 
give him any back talk—that her linguistic 
limitations would insure the peace of his home 
forever—that lad's hopes are blasted. The brides 
are going to school before they come home to 
their husbands. 

Over in France it was all very well to get through 
courtship and marriage with no other aid than the 
ecstatic assistance of the heart’s own wireless system. 
Mellow and appealing French eyes looked up to bronzed 
American faces with that indefinable something to 
which men capitulate, and straightway they were mar- 
ried by thousands. Life looked as if it was going to 
be one long, sweet dream of unspoken messages too 
deep for utterance—like a song without words. 

Self-conscious and ridiculous, but perrectly happy, 
these couples sat about hostess houses holding hands, 
softening the noises made by surrounding conversation, 
while their hearts absorbed inarticulate messages. He 
couldn't speak her language, she couldn't speak his; but 
their eyes were eloquent with that impelling quality 
that made them mutually interesting. Along came the

HE most popular professor in the bridal bar- 
racks schools in France is an American Mess Ser- 
geant, who was stationed at Bordeaux throughout the 
war, and who volunteered to teach the girls how to 
make such staples as griddlecakes, doughnuts, pies and

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puddings. They also get enthusiastic over the song 
leaders who teach them to sing “My Country, ‘Tis of 
Thee” and “The Star-Spangled Banner.” Miss Grace 
Goulder, a New York Y. W. C. A. worker, who has 
been a traveling instructor on the bridal ships, says 
she has met dozens of these brides who couldn't 
speak a word of English except some slang expressions 
they had copied from their husbands’ conversation. 

“Their conversational accomplishments will proba- 
bly be amusing to their new neighbors for a while,” 
she predicted. “But they will get on all right. I have 
yet to see an uneducated peasant girl of France who 
isn’t quick enough to get on at anything she attem)ts. 
Coming from a country that is robbed of its young 
manhood, they are alert enough,to be determined to 
make the best of life with the strangers they have 
married.” | 

These brides do not get any diplomas at the docks, 
but before she leaves New York every one of them does 
get a letter of introduction to the Y. W. C. A. in her 
home town. This letter will open the way for supple- 
mentary courses of instruction, and will provide a 
connection with feminine friends for all of them, 
whether they are brides of 16, as many of them are, 
or widows of 42 with several children, as some of 
them are. 

ATURALLY, not all of the French brides are uned- 

ucated, nor are all of them peasant girls. This is 
particularly true in a coterie of officers’ wives who re- 
cently arrived in the United States with their hus- 
bands. Many and possibly most of them are well edu- 
cated, and it may readily be conceived that, with 
French aptitude for the culinary art, they either will 
quickly adapt themselves to American 
methods, where they may be obliged to 
do their own cooking, or, what is just 
as likely, tempt their new lords and 
masters into a preference for food a la 
France, 

Not a few of the new wives have 
considerable property or money, and 
this may help tide them over while 
they are learning to cook to suit the 
tastes of their American husbands. Ag 
a rule, their money is not a result of 
a “dot,” the American doughboy, it is 
said, usually objecting to the French 
custom of the bride’s parents “paying” 
the husband to take her. 

Some of the brides had inherited 
property from former husbands. 
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OME morning a big automobile may 
whiz into your town, with a woman 
in white at the wheel. On one side 
in gold letters seven inches high 
will be the legend, “Jesus is coming 
soon. Get ready.” On the other, 
“Where will you spend eternity?” 
She will draw up near a street corner, take 
down the top in a businesslike way and with the back 
of the car as a pulpit front, the running board as an 
altar rail, with a Bible in one hand and a megaphone

In her 
“gospel car,” As she calls it, she has driven {rom north- 
erninest Maine to the Florida Keys, and from New York 
City to San Francisco. 

“People are thirsting for religion,” she says, “and I 
don't wait for them to come to me. I haven't any 
strings tied to me, and I go into the highways and by- 
ways and gather them in.’ She suits action to word, 
for not only has she conducted revivals in our largest 
cities, and to fashionable congregations, but she gets

Mrs. McPherson radiates magnetism. She is a charm- 
ing woman of medium height, with a masa of wavy 
brown hair and a radiant smile.

Each word finds a vivacious, appropri- 
ate gestufe. Her voice, though husky from constant 
use, is deep and rich. Her phrases are picturesque, and 
her sense of humor and pathos is keen, for her great 
audiences are overcome with laughter quite as often 
as they are moved to tears

She listened, spellbound, and was converted. A friend- 
ship, born of this conversion, sprang up between her 
and the young Irishman. It soon grew into love and 
they werg married. 

Together Mr. and Mrs. Semple conducted revivals in 
Canada, England and*China, until, in Hongkong, over- 
come by the climate and the surroundings into which 
bis work constantly took him, he died. 

“Just as my first husband brought me to the Gospel,”

son, and though he does not always accompany me 
on my travels, he is in sympathy with al! that I under 
take.” 

For a while Mrs. McPherson tried to give up her 
wanderings in order to devote her efforts to her home 
and two little babies, a boy and a girl; but the call 
to service was too strong. She purchased the “gospel 
car,” and filling it with tracts and Bibles started on 
her trip from Maine to Florida. 

“Everywhere the doors seemed to open for us,” she 
said. “The people welcomed us, whether in auditori- 
ums or coal mines, and we brought thousands of souls 
te God.” 

In Philadelphia she conducted a natioh-wide camp- 
meeting. There were representatives from every state 
in the Union. But Mrs. McPherson was net contented 
with her success in the Fast. She wanted to reach 
the outlying districts, and the cities of the West. She 
had been very ill with influenza, but she let nothing 
stand in her way. She packed her tent into the 
“gospel car,”” prepared a new supply of tracts and other 
religious literature, and with her mother and two chil- 
dren started from New York for San Francisco. 

“It was a jolly party,’ said Mrs. McPherson, “and | 
was the only man in the crowd.”

McPherson 
and the chilfiren.” Then rose the carpenter, the lum- 
berman, the plasterer, the bricklayer, the plumber, 
and the house grew before the astonished eyes of the 
evangelist. Soon it became an accomplished fact, and 
now the children are in this comfortable California 
bungalow, where their mother expects to joia them 
soon, Carrying on another series of revivals on the way. 

“They call you the ‘female Billy Sunday,’ don’ A. they?” 
she was asked. 

“Yes, they do. They started that in San Francisco.” 
She pondered a moment, and her pretty forehead puck- 
ered into a frown. “They say that we women imitate 
the men, but I don’t think we do.

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Euthanasia Sonex: he Doctors 
LTHOUGH attempted suicide is a felony punish- 
able with severe penalties, these are rarely in- 
flicted, Coroner's juries being inclined to as- 
sume that trouble or pain had driven the esuf- 
ferer temporarily insane. ‘And many persons hold that 
under certain circumstances a person has a right to 
die, a right to demand that his physician give hime 
lethal dose of poison that wil] end his sufferings with 
a painless death, called euthanasia. But a doctor who 
lent himself to such an arrangement would be commit- 
ting murder under the law, and the grossest of malprac- 
tice, that would at least result in his expulsion from 
the profession. Those who argue for euthanasia would 
have the law and the rules of the medical societies 
changed te permit what they call a work of mercy. 

Physicians, however, do not desire to have any such 
responsibility thrust upon them. It is all very well to 
talk of “hopeless” cases, but no experienced doctor 
dares call any case “hopeless,” for all who have had a 
large practice can recall cases that have seemed utterly 
hopeless suddenly take a turn for the better and re- 
cover. 

In the words of the Lancet (London), “the medical 
profession would disclaim anything approaching infalll- 
bility.” “While there is life there is hope’ is an old 
proverb that the medical man has to justify by provid- 
ing examples of its application. 

Nor would the doctor care to share the responaibitity 
with anyone else. Is the patient to be the judge? Must 
the aufferer’s wife or other relatives be consulted? 
How about the insurance companies that hold polictes 
on his life? Then there’are the many possibilities of 
complications after death. Suppose, for instance, @ 
question were to be raised as to whether the condition 
of the yatient justified the legal murder, as it very 
well might be. This would scarcely make for the peace 
of mind of the responsible physician. 
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Massive home wherein Col. Don Morri- 
son and his wife entertained mem- 
bers of St. Louis’ most exclusive 
circles with lavish hospitality being 
wrecked—Notable career of the 
man who built it—Mrs. Morrison a 
social arbiter—Some recollections 
of events transpiring there.  . :: 


RECKERS have laid hands on the 
old James L. D. Morrison mansion 
at 2740 Locust street, and very shoft- 
ly there will be a signboard on the 
vacant site setting forth that a lot 
of goodly dimensions is for sale. As 
it is in the center of the automobile 
industrial district, the expectation is that it will in 
time become the home of a popular machine, or mayhap 
a salesroom for accessories, since this line of commer- 
cial activity is always seeking new avenues for expan- 
sion. Thus is furnished another instance that even 


shrines must go to accommodate the inexorable sweep - 


of progress and commercialism; for in its day the 
Morrison home, with its great parlors and living rooms, 
was the residential showplace of St. Louis, and its 
occupants the acknowledged social leaders of the city. 
Built in 1870, with the item of cost the very last con- 
sideration, it became, as its owner intended it. should. 
the most impressive home in the city at that time, and 
the elect of St. Louis society flocked there to attend the 
formal affairs arranged with the same splendor of de- 
tail that would be looked for at a court ball in a Ev- 
ropean capital. 


The lady of that home, Mrs. Adele Sarpy Morrison; 
was qualified in every sense for the position assigned 
her, when she moved there in the seventies, with her 
distinguished sailor, soldier and statesman husband, 
from their beautiful place at “Glen Addie,” on the 
outskirts of Belleville, I1ll., where they had resided most 
of the time since their marriage in 1861. Born in 
St. Louis, of one of the oldest French families, Adele 
Sarpy, at the age of but 16 or 17, became the second 
wife of one of the most brilliant and fascinating men. 
Her career as a leader began at once, and even now, 
in her seventies, she still keeps in touch with all 
the important happenings in the exclusive circles. 


While they traveled extensively and spent much of 
their time in Washington and in Europe, they made it 
a rule to spend their winters in the Locust street man- 
sion, and during those seasons, there would be parties 
ou a grand scale, particularly after the daughters born 
of this marriage were introduced. 


There were few men in the West who were. better 
known that Col. J. L. D. Morrison, who built this 
pretty home that his wife, so many: years younger 
than himself, might be closer to her friends and free 
to participate in the social life of the city of her birth. 
Morrison was born in Kaskaskia, Ill., one of the oldest 
settlements west of the Allegheny Mountains, in 1816, 
of distinguished lineage, and at the age of 16 was a 
midshipman in the United States navy. In 1833 he 
started on his first cruise on the sloop of war Fairfield, 
and for a long while thereafter was in South American 
waters. 

He left the aayy in 1840 and returned to his home at 
K. . askia to engage in the study and practice of law. 
Within a comparatively few years he was recognized 
az one of the foremost practitioners of the Western bar. 
From the village of Kaskaskia he went to Belleville 
and with headquarters there practiced roughout 
Southern Illinois. At the outbreak of the Mexican 
War he raised the first company of record in Illinois 
and in Me:ico served under Gen. Taylor. In the ad- 
vance at Buena Vista, his regiment pressed forward 
under a grilling fire and 13 of its commissioned offi- 
cers perished on the field. 

hen he returned to Illinois with the rant co! 
nel he was voted a sword by the State Legislature 
and St. Clair County presented him a similar testimo- 
nial. He served in both branches of the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly and succeeded Judge Lyman Trumbull in 
Coreress, when he was advanced to the Senate. Later 
this same district was represented in-Congress for many 
terms by William R. Morrison, his cousin, who for a 
decade or more was the foremost leader of tariff re- 
form. He was called ‘Horizontal Bill” Morrison. be- 
cause of his authorship of a bill proposing a reduction 
along this line of the then existing impost duties. Col. 
Morrison always aided his cousin in the many cam- 
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paigns he made in the old Eight- 
eenth Illinois District. 


In the Tilden and Hendricks cam- 
paign of 1876, Col. Morrison, who 
had risen to a high rank in the 

_ Democratic party, though he had 


been a Whig previous to the Civil 
War, was one of the principal man- 
agers, and being a forceful speaker, 
stumped Indiana and other states 
that were considered debatable by 
the national committee. It was dur- 
ing this campaign that he enter- 
tained Gov. Tilden, Gov. Hendricks 
and the other Democratic leaders 
with a notable dinner. The Locust 
street mansion was admirably adapt- 
ed for large gatherings and was 
furnished in regal style throughout. 
This was his home until his death. 
which occurred on Aug. 14, 1888. in 
his seventy-second vear. 


His first wife was Mary A. Carlin. 

whose father, Thomas Carlin, was Governor of Illinois 
from 1838 to 1842. The marriage took place in 1842, 
while the bride's father was still in office. His first 
wife died in 1856, and five years later he was married 
to Adele Sarpy, who was many years younger than him- 
self, the disparity amounting to something like 28 years. 
It was after this marriage that Col. Morrison spent 
much time in travel. His means were large and as his 
practice was assured, he found much pleasure in travel- 
ing abroad with his young bride. 


He was, even from his youth, an eloquent speaker, 
and his services were called for in all the important 
cases, especially those involving land claims, as suits 
oi this character were common at that time. In land 
law he was conceded to be second to no lawyer either 
in Missouri or Illinois. His great independence in poli- 
tics also made him many friends, as he always reserved 
the right to follow his own mind and his own con- 
science. When he was at the height of his career in 
the Whig counsels, the leadership of that party was 
captured by the so-called “Know-Nothing” movement, 
and when he found this to be the case, he delivered a 
famous speech in the Illinois Senate attacking the party 
and its leaders as un-Christian and un-American. This 
was pronounced one of the most impassioned addresses 
ever heard in the Illinois Capitol, and it marked the 
entrance of Col. Don Morrison into the Democratic fold, 
where he remained until his death 


During his residence in St. Louis Col. Morrison 
maintained law offices on Sixth street, near Olive, but 
having accumulated large realty holdings, found much 
of his time bespoken by such interests, though he had 
all the legal business he cared to handle. His home on 

*Locust street was always open to his friends, whom 
he entertained with a lavish hand. His wines were of 
the best vintage and few were qualified better than he 
to hold the rapt attention of a party with anecdote, 
reminiscence or funny story. While Mrs. Morrison was 
a special favorite among the women, her husband was 
one of the most sought-after men, especially by those 
who’ looked for genial, whoie-hearted companionship 

In her “Memoirs,” published in 1911, Mrs. Morrison 


Mrs. Adele Sarpy Morrison “My 
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devotes the following to her recollections of the old 
home, which has been razed by the wreckers: 

“One of the memorable occasions of this beautiful 
home was the ‘tete poudre’ ball, at which the elite 
of the city were present, and which was pronounced the. 
most elegant affair of its time.. Beauty, wealth, grand- 
eur and-carefully thought out plans made it dazzling 
in its magnificence, and I do not blush in saying I am 
sure there are many that will attest to :he truth of the 
foregoing and following statements. At no court 
ball, and I have attended many, was there more ele- 
gance in costumes or costliness of jewels. 
instances it may have been effect and not substantiality; 
be that as it may, the picture was none the less pleas- 
ing, remaining lastingly in the memories of all present. 
The house had been vested in brilliant trimmings, the 
music had been brought from away, that it might sur- 
pass that of previous occasions; the supper had been 
ordered without regard to cost and the wines were from 
the carefully selected cellar of my husband, who was @ 
connoisseur and bon viveur—some would say gourmet, 

“Entertainment of all kinds were indulged in, one @ 
domino masque party, which had for its principal fea- 
ture the greatest imaginable surprise, when the masques 
were removed. One interesting phase was the appear- 
ance of a ballet girl who claimed to have forgotten 
her domino, but the disguise was so perfect that she 
was made an exception of, and the receiving gentle- 
men at the door assured me it was all right, and my 
son-in-law arranged that as st3 
could not go into the ladies’ dress- 
ing room, nor could she go into the 
gentlemen's, he would make some 
excuse for my little boudoir being. 
used. The evening wore on and she 
was, of course, the center of at- 
traction. I was rather disgusted 
with her entire get-up, and only 
kept pacified by the gentlemen, my 
friends who were countenancing it. 
When the masques were removed 
she was found to be one of our 
swellest society men, and a more 
perfect get-up could not be fancied, 
and, after all, absolutely modest, 
with his tights and other necessa- 
ries pertaining to delicacy. All ad- 
mitted that it was wonderfully well 
thought of and carried out. As I 
think of it, I am convinced that a
